The Testimony of Christy Ann Morrison 


denoe of Miss Morrison, the only lady sur- 
vivor of the wreck of the steamer Asia, taken 
at the adjourhed Cormer’s inquest tonight, 
is as follows: 

Christy Ann Morrign, of the Township of 
Sydenham, being sworn said: “I went on 
board the steamer Ada as a passenger on the 
evening of Wednesdo the 13th inst., about 
ll o’clock. I did nof notice anything par- 
ticular when I went on board. Durms the 
night the boat rolled a good deal. The boat 
seemed to be 
VERY MUCH CROWITED WITH PASSENGERS. 
I cannot form any fea, nor did I hear how 
thany there were or board. The mate told 
me she was heavily loaded with freight. The 
night passed qulely. No disturbance oc- 
curred except wha proceeded from seasick 
children. 1 occupbd the upper berth of the 
state-room, on the eft-hand side ot the steam- 
er, and was thus ir a position to hear most of 
what went on—at east I think so. I heard 
the stop at Presqu Isle. 

I DID NOT SLEEP MUCH. 
I got up on Thirslay morning feeling very 
seasick. It was wetty rough all the morn- 
ing. I think that about 11 o’clock the first 
iutimation I had of danger was from the 
noise made by tle horses. I asked the mate 
if there was anydanger. Hesald they had 
already throw oft the horses, and would 
throw off what reight they could. I then 
went back to m; berth, and the boat 
ROLLED o MUCH TO ONE SIDE 
that I got a lifepreserver and put it on. Half 
au hour, poasiby, had elapsed between the 
first idea I nad of danger and my putting on 
the life-preserver. After putting on the life- 
preserver I satby the cabin-door until 
THE WATER CAME INTO THE CABIN. 
Then by catchng hold of the cabin-door and 
railing I mafaed to get on the upper deck 
of ali. ‘The dat then seemed to be settling 
down, one slch being much the undermost. 
The lite-boat appened to be close to where 
I got to. N 

I LOWERED MYSELF INTO THF WATER, 
and the Captiin edught me and held me from 
sinking till ne wate came and helped me 
into the boit. At that time there were 
twelve in theboat, I did not know any in 
the boat txcept the first mate and 
a Miss 1eNab, my room-mate. I 
knew the Captain by sight. A 
number of #ople from the other boats came 
into gur beat. The reason why they came 
into our boft was that 

THEY UPSET. 
The reason why they upset was the rough- 
ness of thi sea. They did not seem over- 
crowded. One reason that they upset was 
that they lad not a sufficient number of oars. 
One of th¢other boats had one, another had 
not any, dirs had two. The reason 1 know 
they badso few oars was that they came 
alongsid¢of our boat and 
ASKED THE CAPTAIN 

if we hdl any to spare. 1 did not see any 
person bft on board the steamer after we 
left the sbip’s side. The boats ran along 
togetheifor a little, then the other two.up- 
set. Tley upset three times. Every time 
they righted a few were missing. The third 
time L cid not see any one clinging to then 


at all. 
t ONLY SAW TWO BOATS 


beside out own, Six of the passengers of 
the two beats came into ours. About twenty 
minutes Kterwards our boat capsized. She 
righted. IL held on to the ropes, or life-lines 
going roind the boat, so that when she 
righted Iwas in again. After we righted 1 
heard sone one say that three were gone. 
We then jailed or drifted before the storm. 
OUR BOAT CAPSIZED THREE TIMES, 
Each tide some were missing. I did not 
notice ary one to be hurton the boat’s right- 
ing excert the ate, who had got a scratch 
below higeye. After our number was re- 
duced tobeven the boat did not capsize any 
more. It was because the storm moderated 
that we cased to capsize. The last capsize 
took plae shortly before dark. Before dark 
the matesaid he saw land, and 
AFTER DARK 
we saw 1 lighthouse which the mate said 
was By Inlet light. When we saw the 
light all theered up considerably, but soon 
after one of the strangers died, name un- 
known. The only members of the crew that 
i knew ia our boat were the Captain and 
mate. After the stranger died two others 
died almest immediately together. They just 
seemed to perish. They did not seem to have 
sustained any internal Injury. I did not hear 
them complain of any injury. 
ABOUT MIDNIGHT 
the mate succumbed, and about ten minutes 
after him the Captain died. The person I 
have called the mate was named John Mc- 
Donald, wha,was a second cousin of mine. 
The person 1 have called the Captain was 
named Jobn Savage, Captain of the steamer 
Asia. At the time they died the sea was 
quite calm, and the wind was moderate. 
Shortly after daybreak I and Mr. Tinkis 
landed, 


THE BODIES WERE STIL IN THE BOAT. 

After landing we drew the boat on shore 
and walked along a piece, and, finding we 
could not walk, we returned to the boat, and 
Mr. Tinkis took the bodies out of the boat 
and laid them on the island. We then got 
into the boat again, and rowed along with 
an oar we had picked up (having 
lost our oars when we capsized) 
That 
was the last | saw of the bodies. I know

McDonald, and three other men on the island 
on which we first landed.

All the state-rooms were occupied. I know 
this because when I embarked the mate had 
considerable trouble in getting a bed for me. 
Two other ladies shared my room with me.

Some passengers 
were lying on sofas and the cabin floor, They 
s0 laid because they could not get berths. 
The lady’s maid and purser said so. Five 
men and onewoman embarked with me at 
Parry Sound. The mate told me on Thurs- 
day morping that they took nothing on board 
at Presque Isle except some pressed hay. I 
know of two families, deck passengers. I 
did not hear of any gangs of shantymen.

I am certain as to the number of oarsI have 
stated to have been in the boats.

Which Will Probably Be 
3 Adopted. 


‘The Grand Trunk Finally Accepts the 


Differential-Rate Plan — Allowances 
Made It. | 


Annual Report of Henry Villard, 
President of the Northern | 
Pacific. 


Indications that a War Among the 
Nerthwestern Lines Willi Wet Be 
Averted—A New Arrangement Which 
Seems to Be Satisfactery te Ali the 
Lines. 


The dark clouds which have been gather- 
ing for the last few days on the horizon of 
the Northwestern roads and threatening to 
bring.on a storm of unusual severity looked 
less alarming yesterday, and hopes are now 
entertained that they will break today. After 
the adjournment of Wednesday’s meeting, 
when almost everybody felt confident that 
nothing could possibly avert a most disas- 
trous war among the Western and 
Northwestern lines, Mr. Potter, the 
General Manager of the Zurling- 
ton, heroically came to the front 
and opened fresh negotiations to secure a 
compromise agreement on the North western 
passenger traffic. He labored personally 
with the officials of the various roads and 
urged them to m neessions in order. to 
prevent a war .that would necessarily inflict 
heavy damage upon all the roads. He could 
not see why any of them should refus@ to 
meet the others half way when there was so 
much at stake.. He showed them that they 
could better afford to make some sacrifices 
on the passenger business than create havoc 
among freight and passenger rates and bring 
on a war the result of which might prove 
disastrous to most of them. The Gen- 
eral Passenger Agents of the vari- 


ous roads were finally gotten together, and 
ey labored long and hard to compromise 
their ditferences and effect an agreement that 
would be Satisſactory to all concerned. They 
finally succeeded in settling the points at 
issue, and the agreement was submitted to 
the General Managers of the various reads. 
It met with the approval of those of the 
Northwestern, Rock Island, and Burlington 
and they a ded their signatures. General 
Manager Merrill of the Milwaukee & St. 
Paul was in Milwaukee, and could not. be 
personally consuited. The points of the 
new agreement were telegraphed to him. 
An answer was received from him that as 
far as he could see from the ints 
submitted the agreement woul be 
satisfactory to him also, and that he would 
be in the city this morning to meet the Gen- 
eral Managers of the other roads. Accord- 
ingly a meeting was arranged to be held at 
the Grand Pacific Hotel at 11 o’clock this 
morning, when the new agreement will most 
likely be adevted and receive the signatures 
of General Managers of the various 
Northwestern roads. ‘

ows:

There is hardly a doubt that this agree- 
ment will be readily adopted at today’s meet- 
ing. With this matter settled, it is not be- 
lieved that much difficulty will be found in 
disposing of the various freight agreements, 
as these have been virtually agreed upon, 
There will be four different freight combina- 
tions to secure the maintenance of North- 
western rates—the Northwestern Traflic As- 
sociation, the Des Moines & Central lowa 
Association, the Moline, Rock Island 
Davenport Association, and the lowa pool. 
The three former associations are not pools, 
but simply combimations to secure the wain- 
tenance of rates. The Iowa pool pools its 
gross earnings both on — — and passen- 
ger business. Formerly each road got 60 per 
cent for operating expenses and 40 per cent 
went into the pool. When the lowa 
Trunk Line Association was formed] it was 
agreed to put the gross earn in the pool, 
and the new pool now to be formed will be 
continued on the same plan. The admission 
ot the Milwaukee & St. Paul will not definit- 
ly settle all the lowa-pool troubies, as the 
question of what is to be done with com- 
petition from the Missouri Pacific, which has 
a line from St. Louis to Omaha, will still 
have to be adjusted. But even when this 
matter is settled, the Iowa pool may strike 
Still further snags, as it is understood that

The Western Indiana’s Real Estate, and 
How It is Assessed. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribwne. 

Cm, Sept. 22—1 have noticed with 
interest the report of Controller Gurney 
upon Chicago assessments, as published in 
Tux Tarpuns. 1 have also noticed your in- 
terview with Assessor Drake in relation 
thereto, With reference to that portion there- 
of relating to the Chicago & Western 
Indiana Railroad Company real estate I 
beg to say Mr. Gurney’s report does not 
show the total value of it in the City of Chi- 
cago or the assessed Value thereof. The re- 
port mentions twenty-one purchases of real 
estate by this company which were acquired 
at an aggregate consideration of $892,115, 
which were returned by this company as 


right of way upon Schedule A at $44,608. 
I take these figures from Tun Tripunr’s 
copy of the report in question. I beg to say 
that this company owns in the City of Chi- 
cago nearly 500 lots, acquired at a cost of 
about $2,120,000, all ot which this company 
for the year 1882 entered upon Schedule A, 
“Railroad Track.“ listing the same at $131,- 
260. ‘This is a fraction over 6 per cent of the 
cost of the property in question. This 
valuation of company’s propert 
is made by the company, and no 
by the Assessor of the South 
own of Chicago; hence Assessor Drake 
is not responsible therefor. On the contrary 
I notice from the report in Taz Trisune of 
your reporter’s interview with Mr. Drake in 
relation thereto that he says: That company 
returned ail of its property as right of way, 
but [ hunted out ‘lots of it that did not come 
under that head, and I assessed m — 
000 on that property.“ The property to 
which Mr. Drake refers, I presume, is that 
portion of company’s real estate lying 
north of Twelfth street, where the company 
has no “main track,” and hence if Mr. 
Drake had not assessed the same the city 
would have been defrauded out of the whole 
taxes thereon. As the case now stands the 
company, haVing scheduled its real estate 
north of Twelfth street as right of way” 
where the company has no main track, and 
Mr. Drake having assessed the same property 
as “lands” and “lots” other than “main 
track,” the probabilities are that when 
an application for judgment shall 
be made upon the tax warrants 
against the property upon the assessment 
made by Mr. Drake, that the company will 
file objections thereto, and thus there will be 
an opportunity to have a judicial determin- 
ation as to the power of this and other rail- 
road companies to list lands and *Jots”’ 
other than right of iy upon Schedule A, 
„Railroad Track,” at their own valuation 
and in such a way as to deprive the city of 
all of the taxes that ought to be levied 
thereon. Mr. Drake’s action in the premises 
is opportune, and for it he is entitled to the 
thanks of the taxpayers of Chicago. In order 
that the latter may know how they are de- 
frauded by the underassessment of this 
articular railroad company’s property, I 
— to say that this company’s return for 
1882 shows that the company owns nearly 
thirty-six miles of right of way which this 
company has listed at $171,603. This sum is 
$15,306 less than thre company paid to the 
Union Foundry Company for 326 feet of said 
rixkht of way. Comment upon this mode of 
listing property for valuation is superfluous.

Mayor Harrison has acted very wisely in 
declining to be a candidate fot Congress in 
the Third District, notwithstand ng the as- 
surance of a considerable Republican vote 
which is said to have been conveyed to him 
by certain gentlemen who have no author- 
ity to speak tor anybody but themselves. Mr. 
Harrison has had sufficient experience as a 
politician to know that such assurances are 


| exceedingly untrustworthy, and his decision - 


may be influenced by the apprehension that 
the defection among the West Side Repub- 
licans, in case he should run, would not be 
large enough to overcome the Republican 
majority in the district. Aside from this he 
gives an excellent reason for not running, 
even though he were sure of an election. He 
says it would be excéedingly éembarrass- 
ing to him as a Democrat to repre- 
sent in Congress a constituency which 
is so largely Republican as the Third Dis- 
trict is known tobe. He takes the right view 
of the matter. A member of Congress is con- 
stautiy called upon to vote on questions 
which affect party principies. Congress leg- 
islates on the National issues which divide 
the parties. Mr. Harrison in Congress would 
vote as a Democrat, though he would know 
that he owed his election to Republican votes 
if he were returned from the Third District. 
He would thus be misrepresenting his con- 
stituents. The situation would probably be 
unpleasant to Mr. Harrison, and it would 
certainly be unjust to the Kepubiicans of the 
Third District, 

if Mr. Harrison appreciates the incongru- 
ity of representing a Republican district by 
reason of some local dissatisfaction with 
the regular Repu candidate, the force 
of his reasoning ought to impress the Repub- 
lican_ voters district still more. Every 
Republican voter owes a duty to party 
principle in voting for a member of Con- 
gress. It is easy to understand that Repub- 
licans upon sufficient provocation can sup- 
port Democrats for. local office, and that 
Democrats on occasion are willmg to vote 
for Republicans under similar conditions.

dorsed at the primaries. If the primary sys 
tem is defective, then let it be reformed; but 
it is not necessary to defeat a regularly nom- 
inated candidate in order to inaugurate such 
reform. It is not fair to hazard the joss of 
the next Congress to the Republican party In 
order to gratify any personal resentment or 
even to work out a local reform. 

It will probably be found, when election- 
day shall come, that the alleged dissatisfac- 
tion with the nomination of Col. Davis will 
not be carried to the extent of defeating him, 
and thereby depriving the Republicans of the 
district of a Representative and the Repub- 
can party asa whole of its proper propor- 
tion of votes in the next Congress. Tux 
Trmune was not especially solicitous for 
the renomination of Col. Davis, and it con- 
demned in frank terms some of the manipu- 
lations which led up to his nomination. But 
Tue Tammo cannot conteniplate with 
patience the attempt of certain Republicans 
to defeat him, and thus make room for.a 
Democratic Congressman from a Republican 
district at a time when itis of the highest im- 
portance to maintain the Republican major- 
ity In Congress. The position Mr. Harrison 
has taken is a proper rebuke to intriguing 
Republicans who are willing to desert their 
party’s interest in National affairs on account 
of local differences. 

AN ABSURD DEMAND. 

The demand which the Lonaon Times re- 
cently made for the execution of Arabi Bey 
at the hands of the English Government is, 
to say the least, an astonishing one, and man- 
ifests a spirit of revenge which it is to be 
hoped does not reflect the sentiments of the 
English people. The Times says that the 
punishment for rebellion is always death—a 
declaration which must be taken with many 
grains of allowance, since we could point 
the Times toa very prominent Rebel in this 
country who is still living, though his Re- 
bellion was crushed nearly twenty years ago, 
and it is not impossible to point out instances 
in the later history of England where rebels 
against the authority of the English Govern- 
ment have not been executed. But, even 
admitting the truth of the Times’ gen- 
eral declaration, we fail to see what the En- 
glish Government has to do with Arabi Bey 
as a rebel. He is not an Englishman nor 
does he bear allegiance to that Government. 
He has not rebelled against England nor did 
he attack England. If he has rebelled at all 
he has rebelled against the authority of the 
Khedlve of Egypt directly and of the Sub- 
lime Porte indirectly, and his punishment, if 
he is to be punished, can only legally and 
justly come from the Khedive, subject to the 
Sultan's suggestion. Whatever relations En- 
gland may have to Egypt in the future, 
whether she occupies it by force or annexes 
it, in the past and in the present she stands 
to Egypt simply in the light of a 
creditor, represented by Consuls like 
any other Power and by Control- 
lers-General sent there by virtue of 
force to administer revenues and squeeze 
a monstrous debt out of a people who did 
not themselves contract it. If she should 
execute Arabi Bey or sanction his execution 
by the Ehedive, either she must imply by 
such an act that she is the ruler of Kgypt, 
which is absurd, as she is not present in 
Egypt officially, even by sanction of treaty, 
or she must take the responsibility of execut- 
ing a man who has offended her by fighting 
against her, which is tantamount to an of- 
ticlal murder. She has a clear right to de 
mand that the Khedive or the Sultan shall 
guarantee her from any further interfer- 
ence at the hands of Arabi Bey with her 
rights in Egypt, but beyond this she has no 
more right to execute Arabi Bey than she 
would have bad to have executed Cetewayo 
or the Ameer of Afghanistan.

THE DANGERS OF IMMIGRATION, 

We published yesterday the census table, 
showing the nativity of the 50,153,788 persons 
who inhabited the United States, including 
the Territories, on the 30th of June, 1880. 
There are some persons who imagine that 
the migration to the United States of persons 
bern in foreign lands, speaking foreign 
tongues, and raised and educated under for- 
eign systems of government, and under for- 
eign political, social, and religious customs, 
habits, and thought, contains an element of 
danger to the republican principles on which 
our Union is founded, and that in time this 
foreign sentiment, social and political, will 
imperil all that is peculiarly and essentially 
American. 

We think the census table in its details 
furnishes a complete refutation of all such 
apprehensions. There were in July, 1880, no 
less than 48,475,840 native-born Americans ip 
the United States, against 6,679,943 persons 
of alien birth. In ghis number of alien birth 
aré to be included those of all ages; those who 
came here fifty, forty, thirty, or twenty-five 
years ago, as well as those whose migration 
has beén of alater date. Those who came 
here more than five years ago, if adults at 
this time, have been here long enough to 
have become citizens, and have settled down 
into permanent residents, engaged in busi- 
ness, and are not likely at this time to have 
been inspired with revolutionary sentiments, 
or engaged in propagating dangerous or 
malicious schemes, social or political, against 
the liberty or laws of the country. 

One-half, it may be assumed, of the 6,600,000 
persons of foreign birth are females; and 
the adults of these, whether they came here 
forty years ago or since, have become mar- 
ried, and have families aud have iost their 
identity as aliens, 

Another point having a strong and direct 
bearing on this subject is the answer to the 
question, Why have these people come to this 
country at all? It is poetical, patrioti 
somewhat glorifying to say from time to 
time that these people’ have been attracted to 
this “land of the free” by their love of lib- 
erty and of free institutions, all ef which 
they can find here, and to escape the political 
despotisms under which they have suffered 
athome. ‘There is no necessity for any con- 
troversy on this point, but it unquestionably 
is the tact that with the exception of a com- 
parative few of the participants in the Eu- 
ropean revolutions of 1848, the great bulk 
of these people came to this country to 
better their material condition, which 
was all the more possible under the 
peaceful and free institutions of this 
country, and to secure for their fam- 
ilies permanent homes where labor was 
prosperous and where industry and honesty 
were the highest social qualifications. To 
reduce these motives to asingle sentence, 
these people, with few exceptions, came here 
to secure bread and the means of earning it. 
They came not as political propagandists; 
they came not as social revolutionists; but 
they came here to find permanent homes for 
themselves and families, where, under the 
laws, each man was free to enjoy and pos- 
sess all the earnings and rewards of his 
labor. On the broad lands of the United 
States they have planted themselves not for 
a week ora year, but for life. Here have 

been born their children, who know no other 
native land than this, and whose exclusive 
claim to natiot allty is their Americanism. 
These children in time grow up and inter- 
marry, the descendants of one European 
family intermarrying with those of another,

of remaining foreign-born population 
of the United States 1,996,742 are immigrants 
from the German Empire, and nearly 440,262 
from the three Scandinavian States—Den- 
mark, Norway, and Sweden. The great 
mass of the foreign immigration in this 
country in 1880 was, therefore, from the Eu- 
giish-speaking States, Germany, and the 
Scandinavian States. Whatever adventur- 
ers, or revolutinnists, or political zealots 


there may be among them are to be found in 


the large cities, They are non-producers, 
and with few exceptions are mere saloon- 
spouters, as bankrupt in character as they 
are in influence, and as despised by their 
countrymen as they are by all men of indus- 
try. 

The foreign immigration, as a general 
thing, finds its way to the country, or to the 
mines, or is employed in mechanical labor; 
and the fact that the immigrants devote their 
lives to hard industrial labor certainly re- 
moves them from the just suspicion of being 
in any degree dangerous citizena, moral- 
ly or politically. The man who has his fam- 
ily planted on his farm, with his children 
growing up as Americans, is of necessity 
under permanent pledges of fidelity to the 
country. His children and the children of 
the miners, the mechanics, and the ordinary 
laborers are to be future citizens of the 
Union, knowing no other country and de- 
voted to the peace and welfare of their 
adopted land. Inasingle generation their 
character of “ foreigners”. ceases; they be- 
come merged in the American family, and 
thenceforth have no other nationality.

A NEW WAY TO COLLECT A DEBT. 

A new way of collectm a debt has been 
attempted in McKeesport, Pa.— viz.: through 
the agency of the church. It is no scandal 
to say that the church in general has had 
large experience with debts, but in these 


eases the church itself has been the debtor 


for expenses incurred of a material sort, 
such as the building account or arrears to 
preacher or choir, and its experiences have 
led it into noyel devices for clearing debts, 
such as strawberry, and oyster, and necktie 
festivals, fairs and bazaars with numerous 
attractive expedients for wheedling coin 
from the worldly pockets, concerts, lectures, 
d readings, Sometimes the debt has been 
ec by asimple passage of the hat in mo 
ments of extraordinary etithusiasm, and 
now and then a professional debt- 
lifter appears, Who contracts to satisfy cred- 
itors upon a large seale by his eloquent ap- 
peals. But in this case the Methodist Church 
at McKeesport, Pa., is not engaged in paying 
off debts, butis called upon by one of its 
members tocompel another meiaber to square 
up or to “step dewn and out” of its mem- 
bership. Mr. John McCleary, lumber mer- 
ehant, and Mr. Coursin, both prominent citi- 
zens of Mekeesport, are members of this par- 
ticular church, and the latter stands to the 
former in che relation of debtor to creditor to 
the tune of 82.000, in the shape of two prom- 
issory notes which matured somé time since, 
and which Mr. Coursin has stoutly refused to 
settle, for reasons best known to himself, 
There is a paragraph in the Discipline of the 
Methodist Church which reads as follows: 


To prevent scandal when any oneof our mem- 
bers tall lo hie bustuess or contracts debts which 
ne is not able to pay, let twoor three judicious 
members uf the cyureb inspect the accounts 
contrucved and the circumstances of the case of 
the supposed delinquent, and if thoy judge that 
he bas behaved disbonestly or borrowed money 
without a 8 of paying, tet him be 
brought to trial, and if found guilty be expelled. 
But the defendant will be ex to sbow 
cause for pegiect of buyment. The powers of 
the committee are limited. They must decide 
whether the defendant owes the piaintif® the 
sum claimed; whetner the failure to pay arises 
from inability, neglect, or dishonesty; but this 
shall be only as a matter of opinion, and not as 
a verdict. 


Mr. McCleary, seeking ways and means for 
the collection of his debt, ran across this 
paragraph and at once formulated a specific 
charge to the pastor, the Rev. H. G. Chap- 
man, who in this case is vested with judicial 
powers similar to those of a Judge of a secu- 
lar court. In this charge he set forth the 
nature of the debt due him, and stated that 
Mr. Coursin was abundantly able to pay the 
claim, and that he did not ask for any unlaw- 
ful interest, and was willing to com ply with 
anything looking to a peaceful settlement of 
the difficulty that was within the bounds of 
law or equity. Hence, says Mr. McCleary, 
„your petitioner prays that you take such 
action as is within the province of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church under Sec. 223, 
page 144, and that you notify your petitioner 
or his attorney of the time and place it may 
be your pleasure to convene.” 

This petition was served upon the pastor 
of the church, who a few days afterwards 
appointed the time and place for the hearing 
of the charges and laid down the following 
regulations to govern the action of the con- 
testants: “ First, that no testimony would 
be allowed on either side to prove crime or 
misdemeanor, as the plaintiff had made no 
charges of that kind; and, second, that it 
would be for the plaintiff to prove that the 
money was due to him and that tne defend- 
ant had not shown a willingness to pay it.” 

The result of this trial will be waited for 
with considerable interest, as it is the first 
time that such action has ever been insti- 
tuted by any member of the Methodist 
Church. If it eventuate that Mr. McCleary 
establishes his claim and its justness, and 
if Mr. Coursin, rather than endure the dis- 
grace of expulsion from his charch, pays up 
in full, the success of the plaintiff’ may in- 
duce large numbers of the brethren to at- 
tempt the collection of Methodist debts in 
the same manner, aud thus make the church 
a formidable rival of the courte as a debt- 
colleeting machine. The process has numer- 
ous advantages, since it is comparatively in- 
expensive. The trial costs nothing. There 
are no commissions to pay, and the county 
is not placed at any expense or trouble 
for Sheriff’s work. It is avery cheap and 
simple process, and one likely to come into 
favor, though it may be vigorously opposed 
by the lawyers. Should Mr. McCleary fall 
in his suit to collect, however, it will tend to 
discourage the process, for it must be a very 
poor compensation to secure the expulsion of 
a fellow-member and lose the debt after all. 
This would be tantamount to spirit of re- 
venge, which it is not becoming for a chureh 
member to exhibit. At the same time the 
risk is worth taking for the benefit of the 
church at large, for if it be established that 
the church’s discipline is so excellent and con- 
vincing that it can collect bad debts its mem- 
betship will be largely recruited from the 
business public, for if there is anything that 
public would like to be assured of it is a 
cheap method of debt-collection.

THE LIQUOR-DEALERS AND DEMOCRATS. 

It was entirely natural that the Lilinois 
liquor-dealers who assembled in convention 
at Rock Island should declare emphatically 
against all prohibitory legislation and an- 
noyunce their intention of doing their utmost 
to Meat any candidate not uncompromis- 
ingly opposed to such legislation. The agi 
tation of a prohibitory amendment to the 
State Constitution involves the business of 
distillers, brewers, and liquor-dealers, and 
the law of self-preservation prompts protest 
and resistance, At the same time the Llinois 
liquor-dealers notably strengthened them- 
selves by passing a further resolution in fa- 
vor of a proper syetem of licensing and regu- 
lating their business in such a manner as to 
fully protect their interest and elevate the 
trade to a higher standard.“ This resolution 
denoted a wise discernment which is 
not always shared by the brewers and 
the average saloonkeeper. An adequate 
license system which includes strict police 
supervision and proper regulation in the in- 
teresta of public order is the surest protec- 
tion the liquor-dealers can have against pro- 
hibition of the manufacture and sale of the 
articles in which they trade. By submitting 
to this kind of régime, which requires the 
consumers of liquor to pay their share of 
the public taxes, and confines the saloon 
business in the hands of responsible men, 
the liquor-dealers will secure to themselves 
the political sympathy of conservative men 
of all parties, whether they be drinkers or 
not, for this rule is in the line of good pub- 
lic volley. 

But the liquor-dealers ought to have had 
the discretion to stop at that point. They 
had sald enough, and If they were sincere 
they had madp the strongest argument it is 
possible to make for their own protection. 
But they were not able to escape the wiles of 
the Democratic politician, who is always on 
hand to capture public meetings of every 
kind, and they neutralized. the good effect 
that might have been expected from the posi- 
tion they had already taken by adding the 
following resolution: 


Reanived, That the manly and outspoken declia- 
ration against probibition and a prombitory 
amendment to out State Constitution as adopted 
by the last Democratic Convention at Sprinz- 
field is deserving of the higbest praise on the 
part of this convention. 


To the extent that the liquor-dealers desire 
to commit. themselves to the Democratic 
party they risk (1) the political hostility of 
Republicans who would be inclined to treat 
the prohibition question precisely as they 
themselves had outlined, and (2) the defec- 
tion of that class of Democrats who would 
resent the identification of their party with 
the whisky interests. From a party point of 
view the partisan declaration made by .the 
lllinois whisk y-dealers is probably calculated 
to do the Republicans more good than harm, 
though it was procured by Democratic 
agents with the contrary purpose. The Re- 
publicans will not be disposed to resent any 
public utterance which the liquor interests 
may make in favor of the Democrats. But 
that ig not the question which the liquor- 
dealers ought to consider in their own be- 
half. They are not in a position to invite 
hostility trom. any elass or faction. It is 
clearly in their interest to urge their cause 
upon the common principle of business, jus- | 
tice, and submission to such uniform taxa- 
tion and regulation as will make the protec- 
tion of their interests desirable to society in 
preference to abertive efforts at coercion and 
the consequent disturbance of the public 
peace. We think the Democrats made amis- 
take in soliciting and the liquor-deal- 
ers in granting @ quasi fthdorsement 
of the Democratic party in this State. The 
deciaration of the Democratic State Conven- 
tion on the prohibition question was not 
“manly and outspoken’; it was made pur- 
posely equivocal and dubious, But even a 
“manly and outspoken resolution on the 
subject ought not to have betrayed the 
auor- dealers as a class to take sides as be- 
tween the two political parties. It is of the 
highest Importance to them that the prohibi- 
tion question shall be disposed of on its own 
merits, without dragging in other political 
issues or arraying any old-time organization 
against the liquor interests.

ALEXANDRIA, Sept. 21.—Several arrests of 
supporters of the National party were made 
today.

LIEUT. PAOLUCCI. 

Rome, Sept. 21.—The court-martial has 
condemned Lieut. Paolucci, who deserted to 
serve with Arabi Pasha, to two years’ im- 
prisonmeht and dismissal from the service. 

AT LONDON. 

Lonpon, Sept. 21.—The Times on the Suez 
Canal declares that In an age when the 
control of nations over arms of the sea pass- 
ing through or commanded by their territory 
is being everywhere abolished, it is impossi- 
ble we can allow the Directors of a company 
to arrogate powers as extensive as were ever 
claimed by Denmark over the Sound.

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Mrs. Henrietta B. Melville, the wife of En- 
gineer George W. Melville, the hero of the 
Jeannette Arctic Expedition, was taken from 
her home at Sharon Hill to the State Asylum 
for the lusane at Norristown yesteraay. The 


certificate upon which she was deprived of | 
her liberty was signed on Sunday by Dr. M. 


Fisher Longstreth, of Sharon Hill, and Dr. 
Samuel P. Bartleson, of Clifton, the former 
of whom has long been her med- 
leal attendant. The certificate sets 
forth that the examiners are con- 
vinced from examination that Mrs. 
Melville is not of sound mind., that she was 
brought to that condition through alcohol- 
ism, and that she was a proper person to re- 
ceive treatment in an asylum for the insane. 
Mr. Melville, Magistrate Washington W. 
James, of Darby, and a Constable, and Mr. 
W. D. H. Serrill, of Darby, drove over to 
Sharon Hill early in the morning, and there 
met Dr. Longstreth. The latter tried to get 
a Mrs. McLaughlin, who sometimes visits 


Mrs. Melville, to go into her house in ad- 


vance of the party and announce their com- 
ing, but she refused, saying, No, she has 
two pistols under her pillpw.” This asser- 
tion seemed wo dampen the ardor of the 
whole posse, but finally Mr. Melville, whe 
had been temporarily absent, not wishing to 
witness the scene, rejoined the party and un- 
dertook to enter the house, 

When he went into her reom Mrs. Meiville 
was in bed, and as he approached her she 
raised herself upon one elbow and put her 
right hand beneath her pillow. Before she 
could withdraw it her husband had thrown 
his weight upon her arm. He soothed her as 


well as he could, and told her that he had 
gome to take her to a hospital. 

She said she was not sick and didn’t want 
to go. At tirst she refused fo dress herself, 
but when told that in that event she would 
be wrapped in a blanket and carried out, she 
said she would go if her children were al- 
lowed to go with her. This was agreed to, 
and ina short time she came down-stairs and 
announced that she was rdady. Magistrate 
— not wishing to take the chiidren to 


iorristown. tried to persuade Mrs. Melville 


to get into che carriage first, but this she posi- 
tively refused, and she and her three daugh- 
ters and the magistrate rode to Norristown 
together. Mr. Melville and two friends fol- 
lowed in another. On the way Mrs. Melville 
became hysterical two or three times, but 
the administration of anodfnes quieted her, 
— she was flually — landed at the 
Asylum. 

Mrs. Dr. Bennett, lady physician in charge 
of the female patients, was at firstin favor of 
allowing Mrs. Me¢iville’s two younger chi- 
dren to remain with her, but when the Di- 
rectors learned of the threat she had made 
on Saturday night to shoot them, they de- 
cided that they had better go howe with their 
father. ‘Lhe parti between mother and 
children is deseribed as an affecting scene. 
After making all necessary provisions for the 
comfort of his wife, Mr. Melville returned to 
this city, whence he sent the children home 
early last evening under the escort of two of 
his friends. He took the 1130 p. m. train for 
home, 

Prior to his departure a reporter of the 
Press called upon him to obtain his story of 
the facts connected with this distressing af- 
fair. Mr. Melville said:.“ 7 wife’s insani- 
ty has manifested itself at times ever since 
we haye been married, but has become more 
violent of late. I have heard of her draw- 
ing a toy wagon along the street, and asking 
the passers-by to look at the new baby that 
was to surprise George (that’s me) upon bis 
return, when there was not even a rag-baby 
in the wagon. Still, as her hallucinations 
| generally harmless, 1 felt no fear of 
her doing anything violent. I would rather 
have had nothing said publicly of this 
sad affair, but since it has got into the 
newspapers want the true facts to 
be set forth. Mrs. Melville belongs to a 
family one of whose members died in an 
Asylum for the insane, another is a ‘simple,’ 
and a third passed several years in confine- 
ment because of insanity. Her story, which 
J read this morning, was the raving of a de- 
mented mind, but like many insane persons 
she the faculty of speaking very 
sensibly and coherently even when her mind 
is unbaianced, so that | cannot say that the 
writer of article had any intention of 
doing me harm.

Van Horpe’s “Life of Maj.-Gen. George 
H. Thomass -A Tardy Tribute to the 
Greatest General Develeped by the 
War.

No soldier ot the great War has so strong 
a hold on the hearts of the volunteers ot the 
great interjor and Northwest as George H. 
Thomas. No one is so highly respected by 
the volunteers of the East for his dignity of 
character and his soldierly qualities. Yet 
the country has yet to learn how greata 
soldier he was, and it will learn this more and 
more as the history of the War gets sifted 
from the wild inventions of war time, and 
from judgments formed upon partial in- 
formation, or pure romance, or clique mis- 
representation. 

When judgment shall have been formed 
upon true information, it will be that Gen. 
Thomas was not only the greatest General 
developed by the War, but that he was a man 
of extraordinary military genius, possessing 
a far-reaching foresight which @iscerned all 
the elements of the situation, united to 
promptness, thoroughness, and well-founded 
boldness in action, which made his opera- 
tions a certainty. It. was by no haphazard 
that every military operation of Gen. Thomas, 
from Mill Springs to the crowning: battle of 
the War at Nashville, was successfal. It 
was not by chance that at Murfreesboro and 
Chickamauga the left, commanded by Gen. 
Thomas, stood like a rock, while the right 
was swept away. And never was a victory 
more clearly the result of foresight, plan, 
and skill than that of Nashville. 

One of the strangest of our War myths is 
that Thomas was slow. The only ground for 
this was that he was sure, Gen, Opdycke, in 
his paper on the battles of Franklin and 
Nashville, gave in a few words Thomas’ idea 
of war. e did not believe in many battles 
but he believed in decisive ones. His method 
had none of that desultory, or blind, or tenta- 
tive way which in the West gave to our opera- 
tions so much of the character of raids and 
bushwhacking, and inthe East, in the cam- 
paign from the Rapidan to Petersburg, hurled 
superior numbers of veteran heroes repeated- 
ly upon intrenchments, without the slightest 
aid of tactics, as if the slaughter of our own 
men was the art of war. e believed in de- 
cisive hatties, and in early action, anticipat- 
ing the enemy’s preparation instead of wait- 
ing for overwhelmm numbers. 

It may be said, without disparagement of 
any commander under whom he - that 
he was su orto every one. In his desire 
for action he was always ahead of his com- 
manding General. He was always clogged 
by slower men, nor did he ever requite 
Sage preponderance of force whicl: most of 

is superiors found necessary to wait for. 

Another error is that Thomas declined inde- 

pendent command. and from this is the idea 

that he distrusted his abilities. He always 
wanted an independent command. His be- 


ing kept out of it is one of the shames of our 


war. he refused to be regarded as in a

biography of Gen. Thomas, and it is well 
known that his confidential relations with 
Thomas, and his being in fact his literary 
executor, give him unequaled advantages 
tor the work. ’ 

But this work will have more interest to 
the general reader because it does draw con- 
clusions and critical judgments. Its scope 
does not admit of the thoroughness of the 
other history in details, but its general de- 
scription gives a good understanding of the 
operations, and enables the reader to judge 
the justness of the opinions, and it has ex- 
cellent maps. 

In several affairs to which Gen, Thomas 
was related there has been an incompleteness 
of pablic information which left talse im- 
pressions. The reader will find these things 
filled out. One of these is the affair of 
Chickamauga. They who are intelligent in 
our War history will remember the wild no- 
tion which Halleck got that Bragg had fled 
from ‘Chattanooga and his idea of sending 
Kosecrans in chase down into Georgia; but 
this was not more off than Rosecrans’ idea at 
the same time.

Two Well-Keown Chicago Crooks Ar 
rested in Milwaukee After a Desper- 


ate Struggle.

STOPPING THE CABLE-CARS. 

A device which it is believed will serve to 
check the cable-cars almost instantaneously will 
soon be put into use. The new plan is to use the 
momentum of the train to operate the brakes. 
On one of the axles of the grip-car there is to 
be a loosely-movimg cylinder, on which winds a 
chain connecting with all the brakes of all the 
cars. When it is desired toapply me brakes 
this cylinder is made solid with the axle, and the 
revolution of the axle does the work. The ma- 
chinery for making this cylinder solid with the 
axie is equally simple. The axie and the cylin- 
derare both provided with perpendicular ere 
which lie up against eacb other like the brims o 
two straw bats placed together. When it is de- 
sired to make tuem solid, the by ge = is pressed 
luterully agzaiost che flange of axle by screw- 
power. The screw used is also cylindrical, and 
plays in the end of the other cylinder farthest 
from the flanges. It will do the work for all the

The Pittsburg & Fort Wayne 
Railroad owns the land where the straightening 
would occur. The cost for land damages would 
be all of which would go to 
the railroad corporation. Then the 
city would have to expend $15,589 for 
dredging the river and $6,800 for building 
docks. Then the railroad company's land 
would be availabie for the dockage vessels 
and thus yield toit a revenue. The city would 
be very littie benefited, and the whole scheme 
can be very well dove by the corporation which 
it is intended to benefit. Aid. reevey has been 
misied in the matter, and inquiry at the City 
Engineer's office will soon give bim the actual 
facts.

HOUSE-MOVING. 
A MUDDLED ORDINANCE~-NO LAW ON THE 
SUBJECT. 

Mr. Cregier, the Commissioner of Public 
Works, has been endeavoring to bold house- 
movers responsibie for the holes and ruts they 
make in pavements in carrying on their business. 
He has found the road an up-hill one, because 
that thing of shreds and patches known as the 
Municipal Code of 1881 is such a fearful 
botch as to the law governing this subject. The 
ordinance intended that the Oommissioner of 
Public Works should issue to house-movers the 
proper license under a good and sufficient bond 
of $6,000, to be approved by the Mayor, that 
they shall not obstruct the streets, and 
pay ali costs necessary in repairing the streets 
wherever they have done any injury to them in 
moving houses. Mr. Cregier bas never issued 
any license nor has the Mayor. The licenses 
have been issued by Mr. Kirkland, tne Superin- 
tendent of Buildings, who has exacted bonds in 
the sum of $10,000 instead of $5,000. In this the 
Building Department, bas done its best to pro- 


tect the city, but neither is its ficense valid nor 
the bond it bus taken worth more than the pa- 
per it is written on. 

Sec. 1,108 ot the municipal code, on page 273, 
says: 

No person except a licensed house-mover 
shaliremove any building witbin the limits of 
the city, and every sucb person shall annually, 
before engagtug in said occupation. obtain a 
license therefor from the Mayor, and no such 
license shall be granted until the party applying 
therefor sball have given a bond in the sum of 
$5,000, with good and psufficient sureties, to be 
approved by said Commissioners.”

STOCK-RAISERS. 
A TALK WITH A -TEXAN—HOW HE DOES 
BUSINESS—IDEAS ABOUT PRICES. 

Mr. C. C. Siaugbter, one of the. largest indi- 
vidual stock- owners and raisers in the State of 
Texas, is temporarily stopping at the Palmer. 
He goes hence to Montana for the purpose of 
selecting and leasing or purchasing a range 
somewhere the line of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad. In“ an isterview with a TRIBUNE ro- 
porter last evening Mr. Slaughter gave away 
some of the secrets of his success in cattle-rais- 
ing. At the conclusion of the War he entered 
upon the business on a very small 
scale in Northern Texas, but aft- 
er a few yéars abandoned i as 
unprofitable, The' district was at that time 
overrun with a lawiess horde of thieves, with 
whom the res nouest cattie- 
raisers found themselves utterly unable to cope. 
So they sold out. or held out vutil the maraua- 


| ers had driven off their entire stock. For nearly 


four years there was littie or no cattle raised in 
Northern Texas in consequence. But the ad- 
vantages of the country were not long over- 
looked, and a year or two later a determined, 
enterprising lot of cattle-vbreeders had agaia 
located there, and by organizing for mut- 
val protection bl 
enforce al 
ing cattle-stealing, got new 
and more effective enacted. The four 
years he was absent from State Mr. Slaugh- 
ter spent in rais stock in Kansas. He pur- 
chased in Kentucky some 300 of the very t 
sbort-horn bull ves, and then going into 
Southern Texas purchased 1,500 yearlings of the 
long-horn Spanish{breed, mostly heifers. It bad 
long been his idea that a cross between these 
two breeds would produce a very excelient ani- 
mai, not only for the market but for the stock- 
raisers. Hig success proves the point. He is 
now impressed with an idea that 
when made as he made it 
horn sires, has the character of the 
born b too inant, and 
is pow experimenting upon w he 
three-fourth cross. The range wiich he goes to 
select in Montana is intended for the steers he 
—— to send to market, as he is full of con- 
dence that the steer will do better north than 
in the Texas climate. Each year all the 3-year- 
old steers on his Southern ranch will be told off 
jato a separnte herd, which will V driven to the 
northern range to be fattened up for the mar- 
ket on the rich, pulpy grasses which abound in 
the West. 

Mr. Siaughter’s range in Texas is on the head- 
waters of the Colorado River, about fifty 
miles north of the Soutnern Pacitic Ra- 
road, and embraces e sections, bav- 
ing a ciroumferévce of i114 miles. His 
stock consists of 40,000 head of cattle, and sev- 
eral hundreds of horses. Some idea of the value 
of the stock may be gained from the statement 
that Mr. Slaughter recently sold steers weighing 
upwards of 1,100 pounds at N per hundred weight 
delivered at cars. 


„How ABOUT THE PRICE OF BEEF; 
is it Likely to go up or down?” was asked of Mr. 


Slaughter. 

“Well,” said he in rep “ prices are not like- 
ly to get any lower, but t think they will 
go up much either. Cold weather always gives 
the cattle-rniser a boom, but one tating to my 
mind is certain, and that is that the exorbitant- 
ly high prices of last s will not be repeated.

braska and east from California, and thus 
crowding bim out. Stock-raising, and , cattie- 
raising in particular, offers so many Anduce- 
ments to capitalists that a number of very large 
combinations are going into che business every 
year. There will be a great deal of competition, 
apd the man who can bring the best beef to the 
murket will of course make the most money.” 

Iu conclugion, Mr. Slaughter had a kind word 
to say of stock-raisers as a class. Nearly all the 
large owners knew each other personally. and 
by their combined efforts bad made the business 
as reputable in all its braaches as any other. Ile 
bad also something to say for the cowboys. The 
blood-thlrsty young ends who as cowboys made 
Texas and adjoining States so notorious ten 
years ago Had pearly all disappeared, and in a 
few years would be entirely extinct, he thought. 
The coming cowboys were young men of char- 
acter, rude in all their ways of eourse, but hos- 
pitable and law-abiding.

Slow Course of the Law in Undoing a 
Piece of Business Which Miillicons of 
People BReprobated. — 

Snectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Burra, N. Y., Sept. 21.—In the United 

States District.Court this afternoon, Judge

The New York Stock Market 
Weak and Fluctuating— 
Money Close. 


The Bears Have the Floor—Hammer- 
ing Down Prices All Along 
the Line. 


The Produce Markets Unsettled—An Early Break in 
Provisions and Corn, Followed by 
a Meadier Tone. 


Wheat Firm on Spot but Dull on Futures

FINANCIAL. 
The only variation in Chicago financial affairs 


is that New York exchange is a shade firmer. 


The price between banks per $1,000 yestefday 
was GO ide discount. The shipments of farm 
products eastward are still oouned mainly to 
New England, and there is not as much ex- 
change making as there will be a few weeks 
hence, when, if prices invite shipments, as 
many will be made asthe wants of our mer- 
ebants and other dealers can possibly absorb. 

The demand for money from the country 
correspondents is still heavy, both for currency 
and rediscounts; and for the former the orders 
were not quite 80 large and so pressing as the 
day before. Money is working cioser, and bank- 
ers’ discount rates are firm at 6@8 per cent, the 
upper figure for smaller offerings. 

The bank clearings were $8,400,000. 

The New York stock market opened weak, 
without any signs of recovery, as at the opening 
for the last two days. It was dull and spiritiess 
all day, and yet the gains and losses on the list 
were not wide, generally ranging inside of | 
per cent. As heretofore, the Vanderbilts. were 
supported, while the Gould partv seemed to 
bave a heavy band on the market. 

In the early part of the day nfoney was 7 per 
cent, and on the denial of the rumor that the 
National Treasury would come to the reitief of 
the market a strong downward pressure was 
made on the list. The bears were encouraged 
by the unfavorable rumors in regard to Union 
Pacific; by the threatened disruption of the 
Omaha pool; and reported trouble gencrally 
among the Northwestern roads. The transac- 
tions were largest in the Omahas, St. Paul, Cana- 
da Southern, Northern and Union Pacinos, and 
Denver. 

The Omahas were allowed to sag off very rap- 
Ay and apparently very little effort was made 
tosupport them during the first two hours 
Then transactions became large and there was 
good evidence that they had substantial sup- 
port. This was shown by the weil-known fact 
that weak parties do not buy such property 
while under such conditions as the disrup won of 
the Omaha pool would produce, unless they are 
well informed there is a sound basis for 80 
doing. It was therefore believed that all mat- 
ters ia regard to the pool nad been satisfactorily 
adjusted. 

The transactions in Canada Southern were 
beavy, but they were confined within narrow 
limits. Brie was decidedly weak during the last 
hour. Western Union was steady and strong all 
day. Union Pacific was weak and Louisville & 
Nashviile steady. There was good buying of St. 
Paul, and during the day Deu ver was as strong 
as anything on the list. 

The sbrewdest operators are still greatly per- 
plexed, and can come to no definit opinions as to 
the tendencies of the market. It is piain that 
the Vanderbilts are well supported; while 
nearly all the rest of tne list is persistently ham- 
mered down, and under all the adverse influ- 
ences the market shows more strength than 
could reasonably be expected. Well informea 
operators declare that there has been good buy- 
mg by inside parties in Union Pacific, and do not 
credit the unfavorable reports circulated in re- 


gard to it. 1 


At the annual meeting of the Northern Pa- 
cific Company yesterday Messrs. Belmont and 
Morgan were elected Directore. The net earn- 
ings of the past year were shown to be $1,867,466. 
It wasresolved to begiu to pay regular quar- 
terly dividends of 14% per cent on the preferred 
stock after the Ist of January. As it is stated 
that the earnings of the past year are only suffi- 
cientto pay the fixed charges, this as well as 
‘the recent scrip dividend are regarded by many 
as drafte upon the great expectations of the 
future. 

Towards the close money was very close, 10 
per cent being the ruling figure, while one re- 
port gays that E per cent was bid with no an- 
wers. It is plain that strong efforts are made 
by leading bears to break the market. It closed 
strong for money and weak and feverish for 
stocks.

JUNCTION CITY. 


The Future Seat of Commerce of Kan- 
sas — Fort Biley- Fine Mi- snes 
Sheep-Raising as an Industry—Sor- 
ghum as Fodder tor Steck-—Price of 
lauds, Etec.

Junction Ciry, Kas., Sept. 18.—Junction 
City, from which place I am writing this let- 
ter, is located at the confluence of the Smoky 
Hill and Republican Rivers, which united 
form the Kansas. The town is situated on a 
beautiful piece of table-land surrounded on 
all sides by gentiy-rising bluffs, making the 
site the handsomest of any I have yet seen 
in the State. It is the county-seat of Davis 
County. 1 

Fort Riley. located only three miles from 
here, is well worth a visit. It is notable as 
being very nearly the geographical centre ot 
the United States, between the two oceans, 
as ascertained by actual survey. 

The water power of the streams which 
abound in the vicinity of Junction City is of 
great importance. All the creeks have nar- 
row, deep channels, with fine mill-sites every 
little way, and stone adjacent for dams and 
build The fall of water is from six to 
fifteen feet per mile, with an unlimited sup- 
ply at all seasons of the year. Several fine 
flouring milis are already erected near here 
but more are needed, and in view of the 
largely increasing sheep interests in this vi- 
cinity a large woolen mill located here is 
badly needed and would undoubtedly prove 
a most protitable investment. 

The raising of sheep in this country is 
destined to become a very important in- 
dustry, but is as yet,soto Speak, in its in- 
fancy. The hills or bluff lands with their 
numerous springs and never-failing streams. 
well timber which forms a natural pro- 
tection for stock, and the cheap railroad land 
(from 38 te 86 per acre), affording abundance 
of summer range, are inducements which 
are seldom found. Thesheep ranch of Mr. 
George M. Truesdale, located about twelve 
miles from here, is ove of the largest. He 
has about 5,000 head at present, and reports 
them as doing finely. Last winter he win- 
tered over 4,000 head, with an average loss of 
less than 1 per cent. The mild winters here 
are a great improvement for stock 
raising of all kinds over the severe 
weather of the Northwest, stock only requir- 
ing to be fed two months out of the year. 
There are several other farmers here with 
nearly an equal number of sheep to Mr. 
Truesdale's, and others are constantly arriv- 
ing and going intostieep-raising. The winter 
fudder for the sheep in this locality is largely 
sorghum, which is sowed as grain and al- 
lowed to grow until well tasseled out, when 
itis cut with a common mowing-machine, 
and after lying on the ground until thorouch- 
ly cured is bound in large bundles and 
stacked like grain. Farmers here tell me 
that sheep eat it with avidity and thrive 
better on it than any other forage. Some 
farmers plant the sorghum as corn, allow 
it to ripen and stand on the grou unt 
winter, when they let the stock roam 
through it at will, but the former 
pian I have mentioned is considered the 
most economical and attended with the best 
results. Ther of cattle is carried on 
on a large scale at a great profit to the 
owners. The stock while not quite as 
high as the herds about Manhattan, de- 
scribed in my last letter, are by no means
